Tragic as is the apparently irretrievable loss 
of a European army treaty, its last bitter 
hours provided a paradox and an unforeseen 
consolation. First, 
EDC 
was 
killed by its 
friends, after four years of struggle to win 
its enemies over. They preferred seeing it die 
to seeing the heart taken out of it. And so 
they refused to go along with Mendes-France 
in watering down the plan so radically that 
what was left was neither European nor a 
defense treaty. 
He perhaps cannot be blamed too severely 
for trying to eliminate the supranational fea­ 
tures of the six-nation European army. For 
while these were of course the heart and cen­ 
ter of EDC, they could have seemed the 
counsel of desperation and nothing else. The 
jealousy of every European state 
and its 
consequent fear of alliances such as this would 
have been, seemed to doom the project from 
the start. The thought of yielding up an atom 
of sovereignty to a super-state body must have 
shocked all the proposed members in the be­ 
ginning. It was a new and painful idea—and 
probably was not any the sweeter for being 
made a condition to an effective partnership 
with the strongest ally in the free world. 
Yet when the premier of France—birthplace 
of the European Defense Community—sought 
approval of his colleagues for a setup that 
would only have been another conventional 


and defended its supranational clauses. 
Only the bitterest experience, the most cor­ 
roding fear, could have moved them to this 
attitude. Yet once accepted, it was maintained 
as an objective and now apepars suddenly 
as an ideal. The five ministers had faced up 
to the consequences of Mendes-France’s pro­ 
tocols, decided these would make a mockery 
of a united Europe, and refused to go along. 


So it is ali to do over again, apparently, and 
meanwhile the Germans are feeling their oats, 
making it rapidly more important to get them 
lined up on the side of the free world. It is 
inconceivable that nothing should come out of 
this first struggle toward an effective defense 
community. How long it may be before an­ 
other is undertaken is anybody’s guess. The 
sole hopeful circumstance is that five European 
countries laid 
aside 
their 
hoary traditional 
jealousies in the interest of the common safety. 
Now the ice is broken, the idea may yet bear 
fruit.

Of all the do-it-yourself outfits now coming 
on the market, one of the most enticing is 
surely the kit with which the householder can 
reproduce his favorite antique. He needn’t 
be Duncan Phyfe II to make a tuckaway table, 
a blanket chest, a bed of the Revolutionary 
era. A New England firm sells them in knock­ 
down form, pieces of pre-shaped pine and 
maple that can be glued together, stained and 
waxed right in the kitchen, or the garage. 
Every piece is copied from an authentic one 
in some museum, and is stamped with the 
name of the museum, so you can go there and 
compare your own piece, concocted with your 
own hands, to the famous original.

Two other 
towns, Sydney, Australia, and East Lansing, 
Mich., have found something better. A ma­ 
chine that will digest 50 tons of garbage a 
day—including

about S 100,000. The end-product is good top- 
soil, which has cost about $2 a ton to produce, 
a cheaper process than burning or burying 
waste.

Perhaps most impressive of all, however, 
is the group of newspapermen who refused 
payment of any kind but have given their 
services in reorganizing the government in­ 
formation and propaganda department.

It is a vital department on which 
hangs much of the success or failure of the 
anti-Communist regime.

The atmosphere at the palace has tranv 
formed as from night to day since the over­ 
throw of President Jacob Arbenz Guzman’s 
pro-Red administration two months ago. In­ 
stead of being a news bureau, the former press 
office was a Communist propaganda agency. 
It had 30 employees tunneling a budgeted 
$290.000 worth of propaganda to the people an­ 
nually. plus untold tons of propaganda direct 
from the Soviet Union. Fifteen tons of ua- 
opened Red propaganda marked “ printed in 
Moscow” were discovered in a warehouse a 
few days ago. 
This writer experienced a first-hand example 
of the transformation. In the space of two 
hours, I met and talked informally with three 
cabinet ministers and was granted a 30-minute, 
no-holds-barred 
formal 
interview 
with 
the 
President. 
Under the Red regime, it was next to im- 
possible to talk even to a department head, 
And when that happened, all kinds of security 
guards were required.

The only sign of a security officer during 
my interview with President Castillo Armas 
was the customary soldier, armed with a 
tommy gun, stationed outside the President i 
office door. 
Newsman Contreras Velez put his finger on 
the pulse of the present government’s press 
policy. 
“ Propaganda is not needed when you have 
freedom,” he said. “The best propaganda is 
a free, honest government. That's what ws> 
want and are getting.’’ 
Perhaps that may be too much wishful think­ 
ing on the part of an idealist. But down here 
in this little rugged mountain country which 
is about the size of Ohio, the thinking people 
are proud, optimistic and hopeful. If intense 
patriotism and faith can make a nation sue- 
ceed, this one will.

The Pentagon opposed my Reserve 
death bill and disability bill, but I finally got 
it passed over Pentagon opposition and it is 
now known as the Smith Act.

The city’s miscellaneous collec­ 
tions of $751,269 for August, were 
boosted by county settlement with 
the city, on a six months basis, 
for its share of taxes.

398, and automobile tax, $68,158. 
Also included is $32,995 represent­ 
ing insurance company tax. 
The 
statement 
of 
Treasurer 
Frank J. Miller as to cash in 
banks and treasury on July 31 
shows $4,717,318, a large balance 
mainly because of water extension 
money. Funds supported in whole 
or in part by taxes represent only 
$925,607 and of that total, general 
or operating funds claim $657,727. 
To the credit of the water fund is 
$1,780,990. 
Tax collections for the fiscal 
year to date, with one month to 
go, are slightly less than for the 
Same period last year. On the cur­ 
rent year tax, the total is $1,656, 
369 or 95.79 per cent of the levy 
as compared with $1,798,550, or 
96.84 per cent last year.

This man who never spoke a 
cross word to a subordinate, served 
under seven chiefs. He is 72. 
Tucker joined the department 
May 5, 1904, as 30th member, at a 
salary of $60 per month, later cut 
to $55. Today the staff consists of 
131 men and Tucker’s salary is 
$375 a month. He retires at half 
pay, $187.50. 
14,650 Runs 
Chief Paul Feaster figures that 
Tucker has made the run to 14,650 
fires. 
Until near the end of his ca­ 


reer, Tucker never asked for sick 
leave. He was born in Tobias, Neb., 
aid moved tc Lincoln when 4. 
Feaster and Tucker have worked 
in the harness side by side more 
than 38 years. Chief Feaster joined 
March 26, 1916. and has been el­ 
igible to retire 17 years. Speaking 
of Tucker, he said: 
“One 
of the finest gentlemen 
you could ever meet. Tops in every 
respect. Intensely loyal to Lincoln 
and the fire department. 
Tucker had ribs broken on two 
occasions, in the Urban League 
fire of 1940 and in a 10th sti eet 
viaduct collision in 1941. 
Tucker was one of two men to 
receive 45 year honor pins. 
Sen ice Record 
Tucker’s service record:

Beatrice Flood Control Pian 
Brought Step Nearer Reality 


By BILL IIINEL 
Beatrice Bureau 
BEATRICE—The Beatrice flood 
control plan is one step nearer 
reality with the passage of the 
omnibus flood control bill which 
Congress sent to the White House 
for the President’s signature. Sep­ 
arate appropriation bills will still 
have to be passed but the authori­ 
zation, at least, has been given. 
A rough estimate of work at Be­ 
atrice for which the Corps of En­ 
gineers 
has 
preliminary 
plans 
calls for spending about $840,000. 
The Federal government 
would 
put up nearly $500,000 and the 
rest would have to be borne lo­ 
cally by the State of Nebraska, 
Gage County Drainage District, 
City of Beatrice and possibly oth­ 
ers. 
A Gage County Drainage Dis­ 
trict, with authority to levy taxes, 
has already been organized and 
has done much preliminary work 
toward 
solving 
Beatrice 
flood 
problems. 
Source of Troubles 
Beatrice 
flood 
troubles 
stem 
from two streams: Indian Creek, 
which 
drains 
75 
square 
miles 
north , of Beatrice and has its 
mouth in the center of town; and 
the Big Blue River. 
The latter 
makes a double loop through the 
heart of Beatrice and is further 
aggravated at high water time by 
the load from Indian Creek. 
The two streams by themselves 
would be enough of a problem. 
But Beatrice builders and manage­ 
ment have persisted, until recently, 
in putting obstacles in their paths. 
The Blue River finds its muscles 
bound with a series of inadequate 
bridges, a useless dam 
and a 
plugged channel. Part of the situ­ 
ation was remedied in 1950 with 
the construction of a new, wide 
and high bridge on So. 6th Street 
carrying U.S. Highway 77 traffic. 
New’ Bridge Added 
In 1944 and 1946 a total of $61,- 
000 was spent in putting new 
bridges over a new channel on In­ 
dian Creek partly relieving that 
situation. The recently inaugurated 
Indian Creek Watershed Project 
has already helped in relieving the 
pressure by holding back some of 
the Indian Creek water. It is ex 
pected to aid even more as work 
progresses. 
Finally, realizing that the Blue 
is king, Beatrice and Gage County 
groups have got together to see 
what can be done to let the river 
have its way. This organization be­ 
gan back in 1943 and is periodically 
enthusiastic. The Army Engineers 
were called in to make a survey 
and recommendations. 
Together, 
they have come up with a program 
which most residents believe will 
handle the situation.
